Thu spurting season ol free 
style wrestlers is over. For So- 
viet sportsmen It was successful.

MOON ROCK FOUND 
IN ANTARCTICA 

Among meteors found ln An- 
tarctica two Japanese scientists 
of the Tokyo Institute of Polar 
Studies have found a moonrock 
weighing 25 grammes.

About 10 million years ago 
the Armenian Plateau was a hil- 
ly plain at sea level, l.e., appro- 
ximately 2,000 metres below Its 
present height, says Ashot Asla- 
nyan, director of the Armenian 
Institute ol Geological Sciences, 
Vice-President of the Interna- 
tional Association of Planeto- 
logy, 

The pace ol growth of the 
plateau was not even, soma parts 
rose up qutckly, others slowly. 
This process continues up to 
thlB day. Scientists explain that 
tho latest deformations resulted 
in about GOO volcanoes on Its 
territory, most of which arc ex- 
tinct. 



The youngest volcano of the 
Armenian Plateau — Tondurek 
which, according Lo eyewitness 
accounts, erupted In 1442, still 
sends out warm gases, steam and 
sometimes sand and ashes. 

Staff members of the Institute 
have described in detail and 
classified all volcnnic centres on 
the Armenian Plateau. An atlos- 
cntalfigue of extinct volcanoes 
has Ix.-en compiled in Yerevan. 


LASER STUDIES 
ATMOSPHERE 

A station tor the high -altitude 
sounding of the atmosphere has 
taken under control ihe purity of 
the air above die city of Tomsk 
in Western Siberia. With the 
help of multipurpose laser radar, 
fitted wllh a large reception 
mirror, information has been ob- 
tained about Lbe distribution of 
Industrial wastes [n the at- 
mosphere. 

Laser has been adapted for a 
new use by specialists from the 
Institute of Optics of the 
Atmosphere at the Siberian 
Branch of Ihe USSR Academy of 
Sciences.
